On Jan. 28, UMass police 
were notified when anti- 
Semitic graffiti was discovered 
in a Donahue Hall elevator. 

Peter Chodakowski and 
Nicola Crawley, both Donahue 
residents, found the graffiti, a 
Star of David which was cir¬ 
cled with a slash drawn 
through it. They immediately 
anempced to scrub the graffiti 
off of the elevator wall and 
notified Donahue Resident 
Director Keyne Barry. 

Barry closed down the eleva- 
icc until the remainder of the 
graffiti could be removed. 

Barry was very pleased to 
find out that residents took it 
upon menisci ves to remove the 
that “resi¬ 
dents are starring to take things 
back for themselves,” said 
Barry. 

According to Barry, Donahue

Graffiti became a problem for 
Donahue hall last semester when 
gang tags and curses were dis¬ 
covered in the elevators. 

Tom Winston, Associate 


Director of Residence Life for 
Operations and Auxiliary 
Serv ices, has been looking into 
several options to solve the 
problems. One option, is chang¬ 
ing the e levator p anels to ste e l or 
graffiti resistant wood. This has 
proven to be extremely expen¬ 
sive. Since regular paint does 
not completely cover the graffiti, 
Winston has opted to have elec¬ 
trostatic paint, which rejects 


markings, applied to the walls. 

Due to the time it takes for the 
electrostatic paint to be applied 
and dry. the project is expected 
to take place over spring break. 

It was also alle gedly reported 
that the university will be 
installing hidden video cameras 
in all campus elevators within 
two weeks.

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To teach, you need to pass

The end of the school year is 
rapidly approaching and gradu¬ 
ating seniors will soon begin 
preparing themselves to join the 
world of professionals. 
Prospective teachers, however, 
must face one final obstacle: 

The Massachusetts Educator 
Certification Test. 

The teacher test, first intro¬ 
duced by the Massachusetts 
Education Reform Act of 1993 
for the improvement of the qual¬ 
ity of education in 
Massachusetts, consists of two 
sections: the Communication 
and Literacy Skills test, includ¬ 
ing reading and writing sections, 
and a subject test in the test- 
laker’s major area of study. The 
first lest was administered on 
April 4, 1998 in which 60% of 
the test-takers failed. 

Of the few times the teacher 
lest has been offered, UMass 
Lowell students have ranked 
considerably well. The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education's Annual Summary of 
Stale and Institution Results: 
Cumulative, Program Year: 
1997-1998 shows this achieve¬ 
ment: 62 students who took the 


reading lest, 90.3% passed; of 
62 students who took the writ¬ 
ing test, 91.9% passed; of 62 
students who took both reading 
and writing tests, 83.9% passed; 
of 72 students who took subject 
tests, 83.3% passed; and of 61 
students who took both the 
Communication & Literacy 
Skills and Subject tests, 73.8% 
passed. 

Many test-takers from around 
the state, however, were unpre¬ 
pared for the test and failed. 
With the growing concern about 
the teacher test failure rate, col¬ 
leges and universities in 
Massachusetts arc taking mea¬ 
sures to ensure their students 
continue to pass the teacher test. 
According to a July 11, 1998 
article in The Boston Globe , 
“[colleges) and universities in 
the stale have responded aggres¬ 
sively to assure the public that 
schools of education are work¬ 
ing hard to produce professional 
educators.” Bridgewater State 
College is considering the 
option of requiring all potential 
students to pass the literacy and 
communication sections of the 
exam in their sophomore year; 
Fitchburg State College is 
designing workshops to assist 
students with the exams; and 
Framingham State College 


President Raymond Kieft is 
floating the idea of a competen¬ 
cy exam for all graduates, 
regardless of their field. 

With most of UMass Lowell 
students having successfully 
passed the first year of teacher 
testing, there is a question of 
whether more academic prepara¬ 
tion is needed for future test tak¬ 
ers. The Dean of the Graduate 
School of Education, Donald 
Pierson, says that there are no 
programs or workshops offered 
for UMass Lowell students 
preparing for this exam; howev¬ 
er, he recommends “independent 
study.” 

“We advise [students] to study 
on their own, to pick up books 
in a bookstore on, for instance, 
reading comprehension or writ¬ 
ing skills” and to “take the exam 
in two sittings,” one section 
before and one section during 
the teaching practicum. 

The next teacher tests will be 
administered on April 10, June 
12, and October 23 of this year. 
Although UMass Lowell has no 
plans to offer structured help for 
taking this test, students should 
take the advice of Dean Pierson 
and begin preparing themselves 
in weak subject areas, for suc¬ 
cess will only come with prepa¬ 
ration and work. 


When the green shirts return

From Jan. 19-23, several stu¬ 
dents were back early to prepare 
for another semester. New and 
returning Resident Advisors 
(RAs) received training in medi¬ 
ation and active listening skills, 
effective programming tech¬ 
niques, what to do while on 
duty, as well as CPR and first 
aide. 

Kcync Barry, Resident 
Director of Donahue Hall, 
stresses the importance of staff 
training in preparing new RAs. 
“Because most of an RAs expe¬ 
rience will come on the job, it is 
essential to provide as much 
information as possible to ease 
the transition from Resident to 
Resident Advisor,” said Barry. 


Ac cord ing to Barry, the train¬ 
ing period acts as a “spring¬ 
board” to help RAs jump into 
their jobs successfully. 

Ramya Kumar, a new RA in 
Eames Hall, said that even 
though she has “unanswered 
questions” at times, she feels 
confident. Michael Irving, 
another new RA in Smith Hall, 
shared in Kumar’s sentiments 
even though he would have 
liked a few more days to get to 
know other RAs and learn how 
to cope with situations occurring 
in his job.- 

Their confidence is largely 
due to training sessions such as 
Behind Closed Doors. Barry 
refers to this activity as a simu¬ 
lation exercise designed to test 
the RAs “knowledge gained 
throughout the week in actual 
situations they would encounter 



on the job.” 

For many, this hands-on expe¬ 
rience is often the highlight of 
the training as well as the most 
challenging. 

RAs tour a Residential Hall as 
if on duty, taking turns respond¬ 
ing to scenes such as alcohol, 
drug abuse, domestic abuse, 
medical emergencies, and oartv 
scenes. 

According to Kumar, the 
RAs appreciate this experience 
because they can make mis¬ 
takes in a safe environment and 
learn how to deal with these 
real-life situations which can 
arise in the dorms. 

According to Irving, Behind 
Closed Doors was a valuable 
experience. “It gave me a 
chance to figure out where I 
might go wrong, take criticism 
and learn about myself and 
what I should do if I ever got 
in those situations.” 

Dan O’Neil, the Assistant 
Resident Director of Leitch 
Hall, said, “The energy and 
dedication displayed by the 
RAs this semester was very 
impressive during training and 
if that was a foreshadowing for 
what is to come throughout the 
semester then it will be a suc¬ 
cessful one.”

He 
praised the hard-working peo¬ 
ple, including the Computer 
Center’s Nancy Fowler, who 
corrected the problem in such a 
timely fashion. 


Dishing out 
medication

Boston school officials sought 
permission from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (DPH) to allow 
school staff to administer med¬ 
ications, including ritalin, under 
a controversial policy. 
Medications, such as psy¬ 
chotropics, anti-seizure drugs, 
stimulants and antibiotics may 
be given out by willing staff 
members that are trained and 
supervised by the school nurse. 
In Lowell, this is already the 
case. 

“So many children in schools 
now need medications during 
the day. The volume is over¬ 
whelming,” DPH Public Affairs 
Director, Mark Leccese reports. 
Massachusetts General Laws on 
education, chapter 71, grants 
power to the DPH to set policy 
on school medication matters. 
Some states, such as Indiana, 
have proposed bills to “make 
sure nurses are involved in the 
process of administering med¬ 
ication to students.” 

“The Massachusetts Nurses 
Association’s (MNA) position is 
against unlicensed personnel 
giving out meds in a setting like 
this,” asserted David 


Schildmeier, spokesperson for 
the MNA. “It is a terrible 
thing.” If needed, non-nurses 
may dispense medicines in the 
absence of the nurse, after brief 
training and passing a test, in 
approved cities and towns. 

Boston may join communities 
that have “full delegation” 
approval such as Lowell, Lynn, 
Reading and Dedham. School 
nurse “Kay” remarked that “the 
delegation process is rarely used 
in [her] town,” where nurses 
generally cover two proximal 
schools. 

Some parents are surprised to 
learn the school secretary has 
“popped a Motrin into a kid’s 
mouth. I didn’t realize I gave 
permission for the school to do 
that. That worries me,” admitted 
Elizabeth, mother of a private 
school teen. Another parent is 
“perfectly comfortable with 
staff taking time to care for 
[her] child.” Informed parental 
consent and release is required 
by the State. 

Safety, liability and account¬ 
ability for controlled substances 
concern nurses and administra¬ 
tors. “The Tampa Tribune” 
reported that “clerical staff are 
generally responsible for deliv¬ 
ering care,” citing cost as the 
barrier to increasing the number 
of school nurses in Florida.

Your bags are packed, your 
schedule in hand, and your ride 
is waiting outside to drive you 
to your new life. Anticipation 
runs high, expectations are lim¬ 
itless, but so is uncertainty. 

Depression runs rampant 
among college students experi¬ 
encing life away from home and 
all the stresses that come along 
with this new found indepen¬ 
dence. A student can experience 
depression by many factors such 
as academic or financial stress, 
unrealistic assumptions and 
standards, lack of coping skills 
and dealing with change. The 
breakup of a friendship or 
romance or the death of a loved 
one can also contribute to 
depression. 

“There are a lot of students 
that are depressed,” according to 
Dr. Noel Cartwright, director of 
counseling center at UMass 
Lowell. He states that the most 
common reason the counseling 
center sees students is for 
depression. Depression and anx¬ 


iety are major problems among 
college students, along with 
alcoholism. Depression and 
alcoholism seem to sometimes 
go hand in hand. Although the 
cases of depression are high; 
they are not all diagnosed as 
having clinical depression and 
do not need evaluations. Most of 
the students just need a little 
help coping with the stress that 
comes along with college life. 
Many of the students are just 
unhappy, lose their motivation 
and have other signs associated 
with depression; yet are not clin¬ 
ically diagnosed as depressed, 
Cartwright explains. 

Although the University 
acknowledges that this is a prob¬ 
lem among students, the 
Residence Life staff does not tap 
deep into the problem of depres¬ 
sion. According to Annie 
Ciaraldi, the Associate Director 
of Residence Life for Housing 
and Leadership Development, 
depression is not a problem that 
they are targeting. Residence 
Life deals with problems such as 
date rape and the mental health 
and wellness of the students. 

“We deal with the ‘How are you 


doing?’ approach” according to 
Annie Ciaraldi. The counseling 
center is geared more to helping 
students deal with depression 
and their problems, they are 
more trained and better suited 
for the job. 

Even though the counseling 
center focuses a bit more atten¬ 
tion to the problem of depres¬ 
sion, the residence life staff does 
acknowledge the students need 
for a home like atmosphere 
away from home. There are pro¬ 
grams for students to become 
involved in and each residential 
hall has a resident advisor 
assigned to a floor to plan out 
activities for the students to 
engage in. Their job is to help 
the students become involved in 
student life and to make their 
stay at UMass Lowell a happy 
and healthy one. 

The university staff tries their 
best to create a home like 
atmosphere and to make the 
halls as comfortable as possible 
for their on-campus students. 
“When the dormitories were 
first built the approach was to be 
able to fit as many people in 
them as possible and that is the 


reason the dorm rooms are so 
small,” Tom Winston, Associate 
Director of Residence Life for 
Operations and Auxiliary 
Services, explains. When asked 
if there is a certain technique for 
choosing colors for the interior 
of the dorm rooms Winston 
states “We attempt to use colors 
that are soothing and colors that 
go with anything, these factors 
go hand and hand.” 

Depression can become a fac¬ 
tor among all ages. The transi¬ 
tional changes that a college stu¬ 
dent experiences can greatly 
heighten the risk of suffering 
from depression. Students expe¬ 
rience emotions and heartaches 
that are not necessarily clinical 
depression yet merely experi¬ 
encing the stress and anxiety 
that comes along with this 
uncertain time in their life. If a 
student is experiencing depres¬ 
sion or simply feeling down, 
unhappy or alone, there is help. 
The counseling center at UMass 
is the best place to start when it 
is more than just the blues. 


GEO votes 
for full waiver

The Graduate Employee 
Organization (GEO) polled its 
members the week before finals. 
In a strong turnout, employees 
nearly unanimously supported 
the proposal to seek a full 
tuition waiver for all employees 
in the Union. Currently only in¬ 
state graduate employees get a 
full waiver of tuition and fees. 
Out-of-state and international 
graduate employees get only a 
partial tuition waiver. All gradu¬ 
ate employees at other UMass 
campuses get a full tuition 
waiver whether they are in-state 
or out-of-state students. 

“We had over a third of the 
employees turn out for the 
vote,” said Jeff Todd, chairman 
of the GEO. “That’s a good 
turnout for this University and 
demonstrates strong support 
among students for this propos¬ 
al. Even many of the in-state 


students voted for the tuition 
waiver even though they may 
get less of a raise as a result.” 

Several Residents Advisors, 
also known as RAs, showed up 
to vote. “There is a lot of confu¬ 
sion among students about the 
two types of ‘RAs.’ 
Unfortunately our contract only 
covers the Research Assistants,” 
said Todd. “However, Assistant 
Residential Directors at UMass 
Amherst who are graduate stu¬ 
dents are covered by their GEO 
contract and get tuition 
waivers.” 

The GEO is a Union that rep¬ 
resents the interests of Teaching 
Assistants (TAs) and Research 
Assistants (RAs) before the 
University administration and is 
affiliated with the United Auto, 
Agricultural and Aerospace 
Workers of America (UAW).

er education's role in soci¬ 
ety's continuing and unend¬ 
ing occupational develop¬ 
ment and lifelong learning. 

Continuing education had 
been the primary community 
outreach effort on most col¬ 
lege campuses. Thus, DCE 
has been an appropriate 
venue for the above-noted 
quiet but uncompromising 
five year labor force service 
effort. Without attention¬ 
seeking fanfare, that effort on 
behalf of our region's dis¬ 
placed skilled workers has 
resulted in many more than 
300 US Department of Labor- 
funded enrollments and 
about a $1,000,000 in tuition 
and fee revenues since 1992.

' The quotum of what would it 
be like to see for the first time 
after being blind from birth 
faces the two main characters in 
At First Sight. Based on Dr. 
Oliver Sacks* true story “To See 
or Not to See,” the film explores 
sight restoration amidst an 
almost poetic romance between 
a masseuse and an architect who 
inspires him to seek out the 
experimental surgery. 

Virgil (Val Kilmer) is a blind 
man living in a small town next 
door to his sister Jenny (Kelly 
NlcGillis). Working at a spa, he 
meets New York City architect, 
Amy (Mira Sorvino), as she 
seeks the magic of his therapeu¬ 
tic hands on his massage table. 
Naturally, the two fall madly in 
love. 

After a walk through the 
town, guided by Virgil, a rain¬ 
storm hits and they seek shelter 
in an abandoned barn. In a beau¬ 
tiful scene, Virgil encourages 
Amy to feel the rain with her 
entire body, with each sound and 
echo. 

The beginning of At First 
Sight offers a promising roman¬ 
tic dramcdy, but soon the story 
loses focus and rambles for too 
long. The medical side of 
Virgifs restored sight drags the 
script into places too serious for 
its own good. 

Nevertheless, the film does 
provide an absorbing and unex¬ 
pected angle on what the doctors 

believe is the gilt ol seeing. 

Virgil becomes confused and 

frightened by what he sees 
because unlike all of us blessed 
with the visual sense, he has 
never “learned” how to see. He

because he spent his entire life 
cultivating his other four senses. 

Kilmer, who is one of the best 
actors of his generation, brings 
to the screen a wonderfully 
thoughtful portrayal of a blind 
man trying to come to terms 
with seeing for the first time. 
However, he is far more interest¬ 
ing in the first half of the film as 
he displays his exuberant char¬ 
acter’s unique and believable 
mannerisms. Unfortunately, even 
Kilmer’s extraordinary acting 
skills cannot save the blurred 
script. 

Mira Sorvino is convincing as 
a big city woman who tries to 
help Virgil be all that he can be 
with his new ly acquired sight. 

She is a questionable choice for 
Kilmer’s co-star because the two 
actors do not have much chem¬ 
istry. Sorvino, too, is more 
engaging tow ards the beginning 
Fininght as Virgil shows 
her how to feel life.

got crew?

The only time most students 
see 4:30 am on their alarm 
clocks is when they are setting 
the alarm and zip past it in 
search of 9 or 10 am or after 
they successfully stumble to 
their beds after a party. This 
isn’t the case for the members of 
the UMass Lowell crew team. 
This is when their boats are cut¬ 
ting the glassy Merrimack river 
under the glimmer of the 
predawn stars. Like many things 
at UMass Lowell, crew is an 
overlooked or unknown entity 
that is available at our campus. 

“I didn’t know we had a crew 
team,” was the response of 
many students, including 
Criminal Justice junior Brain 
Belmore. In fact, few students 
even know that UMass Lowell 
occupies a boathouse pn the 
Merrimack River that is the 
home of the crew team. Of the 
many people I have talked to 
who are rowers, crew had many 
invaluable qualities to offer its 
participants. 

Men’s varsity coach Jim 
Polcari said, “Crew will develop 


and instill teamwork and a 

desire for achieving personal 
satisfaction. You must work as 
hard as you can individually and 
apply that personal strength to a 
team. And for a crew team to be 
truly successful, that team must 
work together. A crew team is 
only as strong as its weakest 
rower.” 

Crew is a year-long sport that 
consists of a fall and spring sea¬ 
son. During the winter seasons, 
practice is rowing on the water 
early in the morning. In the win¬ 
ter, once the river has frozen 
over, practice is moved indoors, 
and to afternoons, to work on 
strength and preparation for the 
spring season. No matter what 
time of year it is, the rowers are 
always working. 

“I like the people and working 
out...I have gotten in shape 
(from crew),” commented 
Women’s Varsity Captain Erica 
Hutchinson. 

“Crew is a sport that is easy 
to learn but takes a lifetime to 
master,” explains Polcari. 

Very few of the members of 
the crew team had experience 
with rowing. Most haven’t 
rowed at all before. It generally 
takes between a semester and a 


year until you are able to com¬ 
pete at the Varsity level. Crew is 
one of the few sports at UMass. 
Lowell that you are able to com¬ 
pete with schools such as 
Harvard and MIT. 

“I played hockey in high 
school and wanted to try some¬ 
thing different, so I tried crew,” 
remarks Ryan ‘Fig’ Finucane, a 
varsity rower. “Now that I have 
rowed, I know it isn't for every¬ 
one. It is a sport that requires 
you to have great endurance and 
strength.” 

Although many of the rowers 
were athletes before joining the 
team, it isn’t uncommon that 
you’ll find a rower who wasn't. 
The crew team is always accept¬ 
ing new faces and people who 
are interested in the sport. If you 
would like more information on 
crew and are interested in row¬ 
ing, there are meetings at the 
beginning of every semester. 

The time and places of these 
meetings are usually posted 
around campus, or you can call 
the boathouse and leave a mes¬ 
sage for women’s coach Bill 
McGown or men’s coach Jim 
Polcari at 454-4631.

Women’s Basketball 

Marsha Blalock (Roxbury, 
MA) was named to both the 
Eastern Collegiate Athletic 
Conference and the New 
England Collegiate Conference 
honor rolls for her performances 
this past week.
